PREAMBLE. 


. We, the people of the State of Nevada, grateful to Al- 
mighty God for our freedom, in order to secure its blessings, 
insure domestie tranquility, and form a more perfect Govern- 
ment, do-establish this Constitution. 


ARTICLE I—DzxcranBATION or RiGHTS. 


Section 1. All men are by nature free and equal, and have 
certain inalienable rights, among which are those of enjoying 
and defending life and liberty ; acquiring, possessing and pro- 
tecting property, and pursuing and obtaining safety and hap- 

iness. 
p Sec. 2. All political power is inherent in the people. Gov- 
ernment is instituted for the protection, security and benefit of aiganas 
the people; and they have the right to alter or reform the 
same whenever the public good may require it. But the para- 
mount allegiance of every citizen is duo to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, in the exercise of all its Constitutional powers as the 
same have been or may be defined by the Supreme Court of 
the United States; and no power exists in the people of this or 
any other State of the Federal Union to dissolve their connec- 
tion therewith, or perform any act tending to impair, subvert or 
resist the supreme authority of the Government of the United 
States. The Constitution of the United States confers full 
power on the Federal Government to maintain and perpetuate 
its existence, and whensoever any portion of the States, or the Rightof 
people thereof, attempt to secede from the Federal Union, or n 
foreibly resist the execution of its laws, the Federal Govern- 
ment may, by warrant of the Constitution, employ armed force 
in compelling obedience to its authority. ; ;

Wenress, The Enabling Act passed by Congress, and 
approved May 21st, A. p. 1864, requires that the Convention 
charged with tho duty of framing a Constitution for a State 
Government, “shall provide by ordinance for submitting said 
Constitution to the people of the Territory of Nevada for their 
ratification or rejection,” therefore this Convention, organized 
in pursuance of said Enabling Act, do establish the following 


ORDINANOE : 


SEorroN 1. The Governor of the Territory of Nevada is 
hereby authorized to issue his proclamation for the submission
